Frederick Alderson, cycle dealer, Kings- 
court, County Cavan, sued the executors of 
Walter F. Nicholl, also of Kingscourt, 
for £30 which, he alleged, he paid to the 
latter cc. a fo ge on an agreement to pur- 
chase for the premises in which he 
carried on his cycle business. 

The plaintiff's case was that, in December, 
1919. he made a verbal agreement with the 
defendant to purchase the premises for £500 
and pay £30 down to bind the agreement. 
After some time the defendant said that 
plaintiff would have to take over the pre- 
mises with two tenants who then occupied 
them. The plaintiff did not agree to this, 
and from that date nothing further was done 
about completing the agreement. and plaintiff 
was not returned his deposit money. 

For the defence the Statute of Limitations 
was pleaded; and it was also submitted that 
the lapse of such a long period before taking 
premiere indicated an abandonment of the

Receipts of £33,770 and expenditure of 
£34,151, the deficit to be met from accumu- 
lated surplus, is contemplated in the scheme 
of vocational education for Cork City for 
the financial year, Ist April, 1938-3lst March. 
1939, which was before Cork City Vocational 
Education Committee’s last meeting. 

The Central Executive Officer, in his re 
port, stated that these figures include pro 
vision for the commercial and domestic 
economy courses in the new School of Com 
merce, 

The Corporation, the report continued, had 
contributed the total grant of £60,000 for 
this building, but it was evident that, at 
least, another £15,000 would be required to 
finish and equip the building. Provision haa 
been made for raising a loan of £12,700 for 
the extension of the Technical Institute. The 
State grant for 1938-39 would be 
gs as compared with £17,475 in 
1937-’38. The maximum local contribution 
would be £4,889, and the minimum £2,933, 
and, as the Minister may pay four times the 
difference between these amounts as an 
additional grant, the State grant might be 
increased to £25,766, as against £23,245 in 
the current year. . 

The scope of the scheme for 1938-39 would 
be on the same lines as at present, with 
additions on the transfer of the commercial 
and domestic economy classes to the new 
School of Commerce, where, no doubt, an 
increased number of students would be 
attracted, Courses at the School of Art were 
being reorganised and the equipment over- 
hauled. 

In connection with the new School of Com- 
merce, several additional appointments would 


be necessary, including three whole-time 


; teachers, a lady gymnastic instructress, a 


manual mstructor tor woodwork, two clerks, 
a librarian, and three part-time teachers.

McCarthy, P-.P., ose aaa or presiding, 
arising out of a circular letter from the 
Department of Education stating that several 
committees used English exclusively as the 
medium for advertising. appointments, and 
that the Minister was of opinion that for all 
posts for which a knowledge of Irish was 
essential the advertisements and forms of 

application, etc., should issue in Irish only, 

Mr. Kingston suggested that the advertise- 
ments should be issued in both Irish and 
English. While a knowledge of Irish was 
desirable, it was used by only a very smail 
percentage of residents of the State. The 
English language was nationally recognised-- 
and it was also recognised by those forced 
to emigrate to a foreign State. 

Mr. O'Donoghue said that if the advertise- 
ments were issued in Irish only none but 
those with a thorough knowledge of Irish 
would understand them. It would be unfair 
that County Councillors on that Committee 
would not be able to read such advertise- 
ments, and at the last election a knowledge 
of Irish had not been made a. necessary 
qualification for election as a County 
Councillor. The Minister's suggestion might 
be the thin end of a wedge to insist on a 
knowledge of Irish for County Council 
candidates.

I received an invitation the other night 
to attend a private film show: ‘Somebody

I went to the house without enthusiasm. 
These private film shows are inclined to 
deal with the hostess’s ¢hildren—or, fail- 
ing children, the hostess’s dog—in various 
moods of relaxation. The hostess usually 
likes them; and the guests spend their 
time Im wondering when the film is going 
to break again, and in melancholy contem- 
plation of the rattling, creaking, squeaking 
projector. 

We arranged ourselves at one end of the 
room. I was facing the fire with my back 
to the screen. They turned out.tho lights 
—and suddenly I heard the unmistakable 
sonorous note of canned music. I looked 
over my shoulder, and there on the wall 
were the credit titles of a new Mickey 
Mouse film. Another moment, and there 
was Mickey Mouse himself in full song. 

The sound was —_ as good as it is in 
the majority of Dublin picture houses ; 
the image was sharp and bright, without 
a fitcker. After an hour and a half of 
excellent entertainment we went back to 
the ordinary business of parties. 


Two Suitcases 


Later on 1 questioned the man who had 
brought the apparatus along. It takes, 
by the way, the form of two cail suit 
cases.

E man whom I questioned regarding 
the number of Jews in Se

One hairdresser, while I was 
in Uzhorod, set off for a hairdressers’ 
exhibition in Paris to get new ideas, 
explaining that he must give his female 
customers value for their money. His 
system interested me very much, His 
clientéle included almost all the women 
of any standing in the town. Every 
woman paid him forty crowns a month— 
about five and ninepence—and for that 
small sum she was entitled to visit his 
establishment as often as she liked to 
have her hair attended to. Needless to 

say, he did a roaring trade. 


Laudatores Temporis Acti 


The position of the educated Jews in 
Uzhorod is rather interesting. I discussed 
it on several occasions with both men and 
women, and found that there was a 
remarkable unanimity of opinion when onc 
got down to essentials. One lady was 
dithyrambic about the Magyars.

I 
might mention in passing that he knew 
far more about it than I did, although 
one never sees a word about Ireland im 
any of the newspapers in that part of 
the world 

And that reminds me of the newspapers 
in Uzhorod, of which there are no fewer 
than eighteen published daily. It is im- 
possible to realise how inevitable this fact 
t8 unless one has seen the place. When 
you have people speaking twelve or 
thirteen different languages, you cannot 
help having rather a lot of newspapers ; 
but eighteen in a town of under forty 
thousand inhabitants without any outside 
circulation to speak of must be almost a 
record. There is one daily paper in 
Uzhorod that has no circulation at all. It 
is published at the expense of the 
Hungarian Government, consists  ex- 
clusively of Magyar propaganda, and is 
supplied free to the various cafés and 
restaurants. In order to counteract this 
sheet, the Czechoslovak Government also 
subsidises a Hungarian journal; and se 
the game goes on. 


The Cutlass Times 


I was told—on authority that I believe to 
be sound—of another newspaper which 
also must be unique, or, if it is not, it 
ought to be. There is a concern in 
Uzhorod known as the Cutlass Times, which 
lives not by what it publishes, but by 
what it consents not to publish. Uzhorod 
is not among Europe's most highly mora! 
centres of population. The Vigilanee Com 
mittee of Blackrock, Co. Louth, would he 
kept rather busy there. It is a small 
town, where everybody knows everybody 
else, and the citizens’ movements are kept 
under more or less constant scrutiny. The 
Cutlass Times has an exceptionally active 
intelligence service, and, since the law of 
libel in Uzechoslovakia seems to be rather 
on the lax side, intimate details of one's 
private life are apt to creep into the 
columns of the newspapers. A visit from 
& Cutlass Times representative is a terrify- 


ing experience—or so I have been assured 


ut the resources of civilisation need not 
be exhausted, for a consideration. A 
hundred crowns can go a long way in 
Podkarpatska Rus. 

Everybody in Uzhorod reads newspapers 
pretty well all the time, so far as I could 
see. They also read an astonishing number 
of books. There is a bookshop in the 
town where one can buy literature in 
almost every known language ; and Edgar 
Wallace is as popular on the banks of the 
Uz as he is on the banks of the Liffey. 
Tommy Tittlemouse showed us over this 
book-shop, as, indeed, he showed us over 
rl, He was a most 
obliging little fellow, who insisted on 
choosing even our picture-posteards. He 
also was gong | concerned at our apparent 
disregard for the value of money. People 
in these islands have no conception of the 
way in which the people of Podkarpat:ka 
Rus contrive to live on what would be 
described here as the smell of an oil rag.

The Old Régime 


Thai night we came across one of the 
minor tragedies of life in Czechoslovakia. 
In the Republic, just as in our. own 
country, there are many upholders of the 
old régime, whose lot has fallen in stony 
places. Although the Czechcslovak Govern- 
ment is meticulously fair to its minorities, 
especially in Ruthenia, where their name 
is legion, it would be too much to expect 
that the Hungarians should be enthusiastic 
about the new order of things; and the 
Government does not expect it. . These 
Magvars have been cut off from tneir own 

eople in the South, and, although they 
live in the homes of their ancestors, they 
feel themselves now as strangers in a 
strange land. Nobody could blame them. 
Coming from Ireland, I certainly could 
not; and, although I have very little 
sympathy with Hungary’s point of’ view 
in political affairs, I could not but feel 
very sorry for some of the people whom | 
met in Uzhorod. 

The case to Which I refer in particular 
was that o” an old lady—a Hungarian 
aristocrat, whose husband had been an 
oficer in the army, and had been killed 
in the War. The officers’ corps in the 
Hungarian Army was very exclusive, 
being composed mainly of mentbers of the 
aristocracy. Its womenfolk led sheltered 
lives, and were brought up to regard all 
non-Hungarians as lesser breeds without 
the law. The Czacchs and Slovaks were 


treated as inferior beings, while, of 
course, the Ruthenians, being nearly 
all illiterate, were merely helots in 


Magyar eyes. It was all ‘very terrible; 
but, in the circumstances of the times, was 
equally natural. Now the Hungarians have 
gone for ever, leaving behind them a 
remnant of their culture. 


Changed Times 


This old lady is typical of many others. 
She lives in a magnificent old house in 
Uzhorod—a house built after the manorial 
style, in which one could imagine tho 
Esterhazys holding court. And she is 
desperately poor. The grand old place is 
falling to bits, with great damp spots on 
walls that once were covered with priceless 
tapestries, the wonderful staircase crumb- 
ling to decay, and the huge hall giving the 
impression of awful emptiness. e place 
gave me the creeps. It recalled memories 
of Bram Stoker’s ' Dracula,” which I read 
as a child and never have forgotten ; and 
I was glad to get out of it into the busy 
streets again. 

_ There was something infinitely moving 
in the thought of that delicate old lady, a 
grande dame in her day and generation, 
living—if it could be called living—in that

The first proposes the election of a 
transitional Semate, to act until the full 
details for the election of a permanent 
body can be worked out. For this first 
Senate if is proposed that the election be 
carried out by an Electoral College to be 
selected by the Dail. 


THE SELECTIONS 


The selection will be made as follows :— 
The Government Party will first nominate 
twenty persons, and every member of the 
Dail, other than members of the Govern 
ment Party, will select from this greup 


ten persons to form part of the Electoral | 


College. In like fashion the ptincipai 
Opposition party will select fourteen 
persons, from which tHe other deputies, 
not members of tae chiet Opposition party, 
will select seven to be members of the 
College. The Labour Party will nominate 
eight persons, from which the remaining 
deputies will select four. The Independent 
members of the Dail will nominate two 
persons, from whom ene will be chosen b 
the other deputies. : 

It is hoped that this system will achieve 
to some extent the desire that the Electoral! 
College should not be elected on a purely 
party basis. 


PANEL MEMBERS 


The Electoral College will then proceed 
to elect the forty-three panel members of 
the first Senate from among candidates 
nominated by the Dail, every two members 
of which will have the right to nominate 
one candidate, and the candidates 
nominated by various vocational bedies. 
The qualifications of the candidates will 
be scrutinised to decide whether thev are 


qua'ified to represent one or other of the 


panels which the Constitution provides 
must be represented in the Senate. The 


candidates will then be divided into the 
appropriate panels and each panel into 
two sections, one section representing the 
candidates nominated by the Dail and the 
other those nominated by the nominating 
bodies. 


Then the College will elect by propor- 


tional representation twenty-two Senaters 
from the candidates 
Dail, and place them in the apprepriate 


nominated by the 


panels. Th: twenty-one Senators from 
the nominated candidates will then be 
elected. 


It is provided that no member of the 


Dail can be a member of the Electoral 
College, and no member of the Electors! 
College can become a Senator. 


PERMANENT SENATE 


For the election of a permanent Senate 


it is provided that the forty-three panels 
members will be elected by named voca- 
tional bodies in accordance with a scheme 
to be drawn up by the Senate Returning 
Officer and submitted to the Dail for ap- 
proval. 


Five Senators will be allocated to the

Sin,—It has recently been announced that 
the Corperation of Dublin “ contemplate “ the 
completion of over 5,600 houses before the end 


6f next year, although the maximum number 


that has ever been built by them in one year 
ts only 1,522. A few days ago the Minister 
for Industry aad Commerce suggested that 
lenders might give more credit to middle class 
people to enable them te have houses built .or 
themselves. At least three large cinemas are 
planned or in course of construction, and 1t 
w quite certain that many people have other 
projects. Since 
it is well known that, both mm skilled men and 
in material, our building resources are 
strictly limited. it is obvious that the end of 
the next year will find many of these plans 
stilt “contemplated” rather than “com 


p . 

If the matter is left to the opera- 
tion of the ordinary laws of supply and 
demand, those whe can pay mest will have 
first call on the available building resources. 
This means that the Corporation will either 
have to postpone most of its plans (as has :o 
often happened before} or else will have to pay 
exorbitant prices, .

Japan’s Thrust 

In the face of what is stil] a magnificent 
resistance, the Japanese are thrusting 
their way into China, Two armies are 
converging rapidly upon Nanking. One is 
advancing from the south-west upon 
Wuhu, sixty miles further up the Yangtse 
from the capital, and reports the capture 
of Kwangteh, where a huge dump of 
Chinese ammunition has been exploded. 
The other army is making its way steadily 
up the line of the Shanghai-Nanking Rail- 
way; its objective is Chinkiang, and the 
great boom across the river, which is one 
of the chief elements in the Chinese 
defences, It is, unhappily, too clear that 
resistance is crumbling before the splendid 
equipment of the Japanese forces. At the 
outset of the war—a war which, let us re- 
mind ourselves, has not yet been declared 
—there was good reason to hope that the 
Chinese would prove a match for their 
enemies: they contested every inch of the 
invadeis’ way, both in the northern pro- 
vinces and in the neighbourhood cf 
Shanghai; and it was expected that, as 
soon as the effect of intensive training 
could make itself felt, the Japanese task 
would be even harder. The Japanese, 
however, have given Chiang Kai-shek 
little or no opportunity to build up a 
really formidable resistance. They have 
struck hard and rapidly, following up 
every advantage without delay; and they 
have demonstrated once again the fact the* 
a small army, if highly trained and well 
equipped with the weapons of modern war- 
fare, is more than a match for ten times 
its number, lacking those advantages. 
Since Shanghai fell the Chinese appear to 
have lost some of their fighting spirit. 
Their courage, against the relentless pres- 
sure, still is costing the Japanese dear, 
but their retreat seems to be becoming more 
and more rapid every day. It is only a 
question of time, we fear, until the cap- 
ture of Wuhu and Chinkiang seals the fate 
of Nanking—and of China. 

Meanwhile, the Powers stand by in 
bewildered hesitancy. Almost without ex- 
ception, they are alarmed by Japan’s 
occupation of Shanghai, which can mean 
nothing but the eventua] destruction cf 
European and American power in the Far 
East. They have protested, with greater 
or less, vigour, against Japan’s appro- 
priation of the Chinese Customs of 
Shanghai, and have received in return 
merely a polite, but far from reassuring, 
promise that their interests will be safe 
in Japanese hands. Everything suggests 
that the Japanese are determined to as- 
sert their sovereignty. Yesterday parties 
of their sailors hauled down the flags: of 
an American. steam-launch and of two 
Italian tugs, which were miored off the 
‘tench Concession, and added injury to 
insult by silat: the vessels off.

The Galway Elections 


We hope that Mr. de Valera and his 
Mimsters will study the resu.ts of the 
municipal elections in Galway with some 
care. They certainly are illuminating. 
We are quite well aware that municipal 
elections are notoriously untrustworthy as 
indices of national opinion. it would be 
fatally easy to draw hasty conclusions 
from the Galway results; but it would be 
equally foolish to ignore them There 
were elections for twelve seats on the 
Municipal Council im Galway—for four 
aldermen and eight councillors. 
thirty candidates went forward. There 
were ten Independents, seven Independent 
Business Men, seven representatives of 
Fianna Fail, and six nominees of Labour. 
The total valid poll was 7,166, and the 
quota was 552, On the first count the 
seven Independent Business Me received 
2,743 votes, the ten Independents 2,181, 
the seven Fianna Fáil men 1,201, and the 
six Labour men 1,041. On .his basis, if 
we assume the arithmetical accuracy of 
the Proportional Representatiun system, 
Fianna Fáil will be entitled to two out of 
the twelve seats on the new Council. The 
Government Party polled little more than 
one-fifth of the number of votes that were 
east in favour of the other grous +, and the 
Independent candidates scored a remark- 
able success. What does this vw ting por- 
tend? For one thing, the people of 
Galway have proved conclusively that 
they do not want party polisics to be 
introduced into their municipal affairs— 
surely the fact that only 1,201 eiectors in 
the Connaught capital could oe found to 
vote for Fianna Fadil is significant in the 
heart of a county that always has identi- 
fied itself prominently with Mr. de 
Valera’s cause. The new Council will 
start under excellent auspices. The 
Government Party : nd Labour combined 
will be in a ‘small minority, and the 
business community will have » chance to 
transact the business of the city without 
political interference. Would it be too 
much to hope that, if Local Government 
elections should be held all «ver the Free 
State to-morrow, similar results would be 
obtained? The men and women of this 
country are heartily sick of party politics. 
They have heard the old arguments for 
and ayainst Messrs, de Valera and 
Cosgrave ad nauseam, They have come to

“Museum Pieces 

In a recent letter to The Times Dr. 
Willett Cunnington offered his collection 
of nineteenth century dresses to the nation 
to form the basis of a museum of English 
clothes. He is supported now by another 
reader, on the grounds that: ‘The 
furnishings of our bodies are highly in 
dicative of the furnishing of our minds.” 
To him it seems “incredible that so 
valuable a record of our characteristics 
through the ages should not have been 
permanently established long ago’ The 
suggestion was a good one ; but at first it 
failed to stir our most deep emotions. 
Through Hollywood’s agency we have a 

sound knowledge of period dress.. When 
we learnt, however, that Dr. Cunnington 
would include modern clothes in the pro 
posed museum the whole scheme was in 
vested with a new and dazzling glamour. 
Familiarity, in addition to its well known 
child, contempt, also breeds a ca'm accept- 
ance of the monstrous; but if the 
monstrous in modern dress were to be 
removed from the streets, and floodlit in a 
museum, then the monstrous would come 
into its own. Regard the banker—among 
the mid twentieth century exhibits. He is 
not so far removed from the macabre cele- 
brities of the Inquisition. On his head 
he wears a black, heavy, wide brimmed 
helmet, which the people of 1937 were 
accustomed to call the “ Eden style.” His 
neck is circled by a winged collar, the

Then a waterproof coat, with the evening 
paper bulging from the pocket. In the 
hand a kind of staff, with flapping black 
material bound , around it. (In those 
barbarous times the; streets were open te 
the sky, and these “ umbrellas,’’ as they 
were called, were used as a guard against 
the weather.)

Mr. Chamberlain 
replied that it was obvious that no 
general settlement can be arrived at 
merely by talks between iwo, or even 
three, countries, and that, therefore, 
other countries will be brought into the 
conversations, but he did not think that 
the time was ripe for an immediate ex- 
tension of the discussions, though that 
might come at a later stage. 


No Change 


The Prime Minister’s statement was 
much discussed in the Lobby, and some 
of the members professed to find in it 
some hopeful i Riéalions that the con- 
versations will be resumed before long on 
a wider scale, when possibly Germany 
may agree to take part. Tho feeliny 

generally, however, was that there is no 
great bhan in the situation, though it is 
all to the good that the solidarity of the 
Anglo-French understanding has been so 
strongly demonstrated. It was pointed 
out by more than one member that the 
results of the conversations were exactly 
those indicated last week, when it was 
made per‘ectly clear that there could be 
no concrete proposals arising out of the 
talks, since they were confined only to 
the two Powers and dealt mostly with 
points discussed between Lord Halifax 
and Herr Hitler. 


Personal Contact with Berlin 


The fact that the conversations have 
beon conducted so quickly is in itself re- 
markable. The diplomatic world observed 
that never before have the statesmen of 
the two countries come to so complete and 
prompt an agreement as that arrived at 
to-day. One of the causes of this satisfac- 
tory speed, it was rumoured, was that 
M. Chautemps displayed extraordinary 
moderation, and expressed himself de- 
Sirous of bringing about a personal con- 
tact between Paris and Berlin, with pos- 
sibly a series of talks with Herr Hitler. 


Shargbai Customs 


The United States is as much concerned 
as ureat - Britain with regard to the 
threatened control of the Shanghai Cus- 
toms by Japan, since more than half of 
the United States exports to China enter 
the country through Shanghai, and, 
though no joint action has been taken, 
the fact that the British and American 
Notes were similsrly worded is a clear in- 
dication that there is complete agreement 
hetween the London and Washington 
Governments in objecting to the threatened 
seizure. Hopes were expressed here tc- 
day thit a provisional régime for the 
administration of the Shanghai Customs 
during the present emergency may be 
found possible. In the meantime, the 
London Chamber of Commerce is direc ting 
the attention of the Foreign Office to the 
difficult position in which shippers of 


cargoes to China are placed. The Japanese 
authorities are insisting upon the payment 
of import duties on cargo intended for 
Shanghai, but carried on to Japan. It is 
suggested that the Japanese Government, 
which allows only one month for the 
cargo to be re-exported, should extend the 
period to four months. The attack made 
by the Japanese on some vessels belone- 
ing to the United States is likely to make 
the situation more difficult than it is 
already. The United States regard the 
attack as an insult, and have made repre- 
seutations to Tokio. 


Christmas is Coming 


The West End is becoming very gay 
with shops packed with Christmas pre- 
sents for grown-ups and children, but, 
apart from one or two of the most popular 
stores, the shops do not show at present 
any great sign of animation on the part 
4 extra customers. The Government has 
permitted the issue of a considerable 
number of notes to iain the money 
which will be required for Christmas 
spending, but economy seems to be the 
watchword in circles which hitherto have 
heen generous at the festive season, and 
therefore it is not surprising that the 
shops displaying costly gifts are not over- 
well patronised. On the whole, it is quite 
possible that there will be even more

““M. Chautemps and M. Delbos had a 
number of conversations with the Prime 
Minister and the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs during their stay in Lon- 
don on November 29 and 40. - 

“The French Ministers heard from Lord 
Halifax a statement of his recent conver- 
sations in Germany. 

‘They were uwulad to recognise that, 
while Lord Halifax’s visit, being of a 
private and unofficial character. was not 
expected to lead to any immediate result. 
it had helped to remove causes of inter- 
national misunderstanding, and was well 
calculated to improve the atmosphere. 

The problems of Europe, as a whole, 
an 1 the future prospects of appeasement 
and disarmament came under review. On 
this important subject the French and 
British Ministers found fresh evidence of 
that community of attitude and outlook 
which so happily characterises the rela- 
tions between France and the United 
Kingdom. : 

““A preliminary examination was made 
of the colonial question in all its aspects. 
It was recognised that this question was 
not one that could be considered in isola- 
tion, and, moreover, would involve a 
number of other countries. 

‘It was agreed that the subject would 
require much more extended study. 

‘The French Ministers, in their turn, 
spoke of the forthcoming visit of M. 
Delbos to certain countries in Central and 
Eastern Europe. They were happy to 
note the common interests of the two 
Governments in the maintenance of peace- 
ful conditions in those parts of Europe. 

“The situation arising out of the 
Spanish conflict and Mediterranean ques- 
tions came under review. It was agreed 
that, despite all difficulties, the policy of 
non-interyention in Spain had been fully 
justified, and had. contributed materially 
to diminish the international repercas- 
sions of the conflict. 

‘‘It was resolved to continue to pursue 
the efforts of the two Governments in this 
direction, in order to give full effect to 


this policy.

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takable terms, that while the two de 
mocracies want peace and are prepared to 
make conciliatury contribution towards 
achieving peace, they are, nevertheless, 
firm in their attitude to the immediate 
problems which confront the world, writes 
the Press Association Diplomatic Corre- 
spondent. Both the French and the 
British Governments hope that the effect 
of their communiqué will be to allay the 
fears of war, which undoubtedly exist in 
nearly every country in Europe to-day.

The talks have shown once again that 
there is complete harmony in matters of 
international politics between Great 
Britain and France, and the statesmen 
have left the talks with the impression 
that they have rarely attended an inter 
national conference at which agreement 
and a common point of view were more 
clearly marked. Such complete harmony 
must not, however, be interpreted as mean 
ing that there is any kind of united front 
against any other country: On the 
contrary, the French Ministers, before 
they left, expressed the view that Lord 
Halifax’s visit to Berlin had helped to 
improve the European atmosphere, and 
that agreement between Britain and the 
French on all the points disenssed between 
them should help to facilitate future 
approaches to Germany. 

Last night it was felt that the situation 
as between the democracies and the totali 
tarian States may become less stiff — 

It may be asgnined that the British 
Dominions concerned have already been 
notified of what has taken place in respect 
ot Germany's claim for colonies. 

No more visits by foreign statesmen to 
England. oc by British statesmen to 
European capitals, are at the moment con 
templated, but now that a definite start 
has been made in the consideration of the 
German colonia! claim it may be assumed 
that the matter will not be dropped. 


During the coming months diplomatic 
efforts, which will necessarily be, pro- 
lon and even tortuous, will un- 
doubtedly be made to consider the German 
demand in a spirit of reasonableness. It 
is obvious that other interested countries 
also will have to be consulted.

2.000 MILES NON-STOP 


The whole problem of fashioning the 
air route between England and America 
was governed by the fact that 2,000 miles 
of ocean must be flown non-stop. Ex- 
perience of operating air routes proved 
that short stages and frequent refuelling 
halts was the most economical method. 
Thus, Imperial Airways had organised 
halts every 300 miles or so on their long 
routes to South Africa and Australia. If 
they had to tly for 1,000 to 1,500 miles 
non-stop much of the fuel load would he 
parasitic Its weight would take ap 
accommodation which should be given 
over to a commercial paying load of pas- 
sengers, mail and freight. Much of the 
fuel would not be wanted till the later 
stages of the flight. But in the case of the 
Atlantic a search for bases had revealed 
that there must be a gap of 2,000 miles of 
ocean which must be flown non stop. 


.. THE HEAVY FUEL LOAD 


Caledonia and Cambria, which made the 
ocean trips this summer, had been 
strengthened to load up to 45,000Ibs. 
Otherwise they could never have carried 
the fue) load for the Atlantic trip. 
Imperial Airways had wisely decided 
that all their landplanes and sea- 
planes must he able to fight a forty- 
miles-per-hour continuous headwind all 
the way from the Free State to Newfound. 
land, and still arrive with a good reserve 
of petrol. Henee Caledonia had to carry 
fuel for a flight of 3,300 miles in “still ” 
air to fly 2,000 miles against a constant 
torty-miles-per-hour headwind. 


MUCH BIGGER BOATS 


Mr. Courtenay explained how much 
bigger boats yet would be needed for pas- 
senger traffic. Three 70,000 Ibs. boats 
were now being built by Short Brothers. 
ach ‘would have four engines, and each 
engine would yield 1,300 to 1.400 horse- 
power. 

There would be room for 24 passengers, 
with a range of, perhaps, 1,500 to 2,000 
miles. These new boats would cruise at 
180 m.p.h., and the trans-Atlantic .ex- 
perimental flights next spmmer would be 
continued with these boats. Only about a 
dozen passengers could be carried, because 
of the fuel load. 

The passengers next year would only be 
officials from the Air Ministry and Im. 
perial Airways, and the real passenger 
traffic would not come till 1940—for which 
boats of 150,000 Ibs., capable of carrying 
70 passengers, at 200 m.p.h., were now 
being designed. | 

Passengers would leave Foynes in the 
evening and arrive at Newfoundland at 
dawn next day. A daily service would be 
required to cope with the existing letter 
mail loads. |

account of them. The record of lost 
opportunities since the war is truly 
appalling, and a share of the responsi 
bility for it lies heavy upon Britain and 
France.

That programme was 
not yet complete. To use the ornitholo- 
gical metaphor, Irish industry might 
better be compared to the farmyard hen 
which kept on producing regularly a com- 
modity for which there was a ready 


market. 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


The reference to their industries had 
been made on the occasion when an at- 
tempt was being made to explain away 
that unemployment statistics revealed a 
much lower proportion in the Free State 
than in the other part of Ireland. The 


explanation which had been offered, 
that there were not ‘the same 
inducements to unemployed  —per- 
sons to register at unemploy- 


ment exchanges'in the Free State as there 
were in Northern Ireland, would not bear 
a moment’s examination. If a moment's 
examination had been given to the matter

An unemployed person rogistered for the 
purpose of getting work or financial as- 
sistance. The law was exactly the same in 
both areas. So far as unemployment as- 
sistance was concerned in the Free State, 
the scope of the scheme included every 
class covered by the scheme for the six 
counties. and some classes not covered by 
the six counties scheme at all.

A native of Kilclooney, County Limerick, 
Commandant Walsh was transferred from 
the Curragh to Renmore in 1931, where 
he acted as officer commanding. | 

The news of his death was received in 
Galway with feelings of intense regret. 
To his wife and his four young children 
the deepest sympathy will be extended. 


THE INQUEST 


An inquest was held before the Coroner, 
Mr. M. J. Allen, solicitor. Press 
were not admitted, but the Coroner after- 
wards handed over the depositions to Press 
representatives. 

rivate Daniel Gillespie said that at 
between 10.30 and 10.45 he saw an officer, 
whom he did not recognise, because he 
only got a passing glance at him, go into 
a spare room. At about 11 a.m. he went 
to this room to get some cleaning gear he 
had left there. The door was closed, but 
not locked. He saw an officer sitting in 
a chair near the fireplace. He did not 
recognise him. The officer’s head was 
leaning backwards, and he saw a mark 
on the temple on the right side of the head. 
He went to the bar and told Sergeant 
McHugh. The sergeant went to the room, 
and came running out a few seconds later. 

Gillespie said did not-hear a shot. 
and he was in the méss-room from 9.30 
that morning. 


LACK OF SLEEP 


Captain Sean O’Connor gave evidence of 
identification, and said he last saw Com 
mandant Liam Walsh at 10.15 this morn- 
ing. He spoke to him in his room in the 
oficers’ mess. On Thursday night 
last Commandant Walsh séethed tired 
and depressed and talked very little. 
He said he would give a fot to get a 
night's sleep. He did not complain of 
any trouble except that he was unable to 
sleep. He was much of the same dis- 
position for the past four weeks. He 
seemed silent and of a different disposi- 
tion to what he was previously. Every 
officer in the mess knew that he had a 
perfectly happy domestic life, and did not 
know he had any troubles. 

Captain Robert Foley corroborated the 
last witness. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Dr. James Gaughan, Medical Officer 
attached to Renmore Barracks, said that 
at 11 o'clock this morning he was told by 
Lieutenant O'Neill that an officer had 
been wounded in the officers’ mess. He 
saw Commandant Walsh sitting in a chair 
in the small bedroom. He had a revolver 
In his right hand. He noticed a wound 
on the right side of the forehead: The 
wound was black and the hair singed 
around it. There was another wound 
behind the left ear, which would be the 
exit wound. There was blood on his right 
shoulder. He was dead. The position of 
the body was such that it would appear 
that he shot himself while sitting in the 
chair, and the position of the entrance and 
exit wounds were such as to confirm that 
view. The bullet was found in the reom 
behind the body on the mantelpiece. He 
noticed a mark, and the mantel was 
cracked as if the bullet struck it. The 
_ when found was flattened on one 
side. 
Aboat a week ago Mrs. Walsh came te 
the doctor about the deceased man’s health 
and said he was aot sleeping. The doctor 
gave her some medicine, and he was told 
that Commandant Walsh it each 
night. 

There were no signs of a struggle in the 
room and no signs of violence on the body, 
and he was satisfied that the wounds were 
self-inflicted. The cause of death was 
shock and hemorrhage, due to the gunshot 
wounds. The absence of sleep for a con- 
tinued period would interfere with mental 
stability, and is one of the frequent causes 
of insanity. The doctor said he saw Mrs. 
Walsh, and she was in no position to give 
evidence at the inquest. 

Private Jeremiah O'Donnell said thet 
he came on duty at the officers’ mess at 
7.45. When coming downstairs between 
10.30 and 10.45 a.m. he heard a noise 
like a shot. He looked round, but saw 
nothing to account for it. At 12 o'clock, 
when heard that Commandant Walsh 
was found dead, he knew that it was a 
shot he heard. 

A verdict of death due to a gunshot 
wound self-inflicted while imsane was re 
turned. :
